The morning after this case was presented to the grand jury, Investigator Wade was 
contacted via email by Rae Andreacchio. Mrs. Andreacchio, in her email, expressed 
her disappointment in the Lauderdale County Grand Jury voting her son’s, Christian 
Andreacchio, death investigation a “no bill”. After speaking with Deputy Assistant 
Attorney General Stanley Alexander, it was decided to arrange a meeting with Rae and 
Todd Andreacchio to explain the AG’s investigation. A meeting date was set with Rae 
and Todd Andreacchio, Amy Walker, (Director of Victim’s Compensation Division), 
Investigator Ward and Investigator Wade for November 13, 2017 at 9:00am at the 
Mississippi Attorney General’s Office 16 th Floor. 

On Nov 13 2017 at 0900 Mr. Todd Andreacchio and private investigator Max Hayes arrived to 
the PID office; Rae Andreacchio was not present. Inv. Wade informed Mr Andreacchio that the 
meeting was arranged for he and his wife but not others. Mr Andreacchio insisted that Hayes be 
present. Inv. Wade declined Hayes ' presence. Mr Andreacchio was informed that the meeting 
would not take place and they left. 

Later on November 13, 2017 Investigator Wade received another email from Todd Andreacchio, 
on Rae Andreacchio s email account. In this email Todd made accusations that Investigator 
Ward should not have been assigned, DNA evidence was not considered, 
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
